‘agaia that this Colony, bat especially 
Vancouver Island, has been seriously in 
jared in consequence of lands owned by 
private parties being unoccapied and 

held for speculative purposes. 
This allegation is the prevailing opinion 
in town and country. Io political meet 
ings, in the press, on the bustings, and 

ii the Legislatare it has cropped out 
over and over again, Unimproved lands 
have In short been voted a public evil ; 
and the remedy suggested on all sides is 
“gn unimproved land tax.” Now, we 
are fally prepared to admit both the ex- 
istence offthe evil, and the wisdom of the 
remedy for it. We'st the same time be- 
lieve that there is not as much land with- 

held from cultivation by land specalators 
in this part of the Colony es many per- 


sons are led to imagine. On Vancouver | pseo 


Ieland there are not at the bighest esti- 
mate more than 25,000 acres. What 
,. quantity ‘there may be on Fraser river 
and in the interior, we bave pot the 
means of determiuing , but we question 
whetber the quantity is large. When 
oné, however, rides out of Victoria into the 
country, particularly in the direction of 
“Metchosin and Seanich, the extent of ap- 
parently unoccupied land and the paccity 
_ of settlers forces itself upon the attention 
of the east observant. The cause of this 
eondition of things, we fear, is mainly due 
to the fact that the owners would neith- 
er selat a fair price, nor rent at such a 
rate as would enable a farmer to occupy 
and cultivate it. It wonld consequently 
be impossible to convince persons famil- 
iar with the country around Victoria, that 
there. is not a radical evil at work in 
keeping this land unoccupied frem year 
toyeer. Now, we repeat again that we 
admit the evil; and we hold that like 
other evils, the Legislature shonid be ap- 
plied to for an act to provide a remedy. 
Bo long as popular action is confined to 
denouncing the’ evil, there will be very 
little division of opinion. When, how- 
ever, ® remedy, and that remedy a tax 
“on each acre of land, is snggested, then it 
is that difference of opinion arises, and 
the difficulty of imposing such a tax 
jestly becomes apparent. The first diffi- 
culty is to define what shall be understood 
as unoccupied private lands. Next, the 
lands differ in quality. Some tracts are 
good arable land; others are rocky, 
with little land; and a third, 
is barren ; 9 foerth is a dense impene. 
trable forest ; whilst a fifth may possess 
all these qualities together. It must be 
very apparent that it would be very un- 
to impose as high a tax on a rocky 
tract as would be imposed on an equal 
quantity of first-class arable land. Again 
afew bead of sheep or stock may greze 
Over a piece of land, and the question 
arises whether the land is occupied or 
“pot. Men may be chopping down the 
trees on it for cord-‘wood, and the ques- 
tlon comes up whether the land is 
*ogempied or not, If occupation be 
admitted in both cases, still the 
lend would remain oncaltivated, and 
go tax would be imposed. Now, with- 
out entering largely into details to show 
the difficulty of providing a jost remedy 
for the evil connected with utoccupied 
land, we mast say that the simplest and 
most direct way would be to\impose s 
tax on each acre of whatever the law 
defined to be unoccupied land. But it 
is apparent that this remedy would oper- 
ate unequally, owing to the different 
qualities of land,—end, therefore, it 
- would, in some respects, be very oppres- 
tive. To Obviate that, the land might 
‘Be assessed, and a tax levied on its as- 
sessed value. Possibly, this would be 
more simple and jost. A third remedy 
bas been suggested that has the merit, 
in opr opinion, of being more jast than 
either of the otber modes of taxing unim- 
_ proved and unocenpied lands, viz. ; That 
no land shall be taxed in consequence of 
being animproved and unoccupied, unless 
iW shall have been first established that 
the owner of the land could have rented 
it at a reasonable rent, and had re- 
fused te do so. Then, and in that case, 
bbls land shoald be taxed till it became 
‘the tax would secare the owner 
peying taxes on land that he 
could notireat. Otherwise, in many in- 
Prerryat ig conatry, the owner of the 
have to . 


would hare the merit of possersing « 
higher degree of justice than either of 
the two other modes of taxing unoeca- 
pied lands. Still another mode of reach- 
ingthe owners of unoccopied lands hes 
been suggested : that is by simply, ,in— 
creasing the road tex on such oe 
making the road tax higher then on im- 
proved and occupied lands: Whichever 
of these remedies may be adopted, or 
whatever remedy may be deemed the 
most desirable, there can be no question 
bat a remedy ought to be provided. We 
most say, however, that we doubt the 
possibility of any remedy ever being 
made, unless the present Six-by-Nine 
Council shall have been changed to an 
elective body with tweoty-foar to thirty 
members, under Responsible Government. 


The London Spectator says:—We do not 
profess to have any clear view of the amouat 
of national spirit for the war now existing in 
France. The Daily News reports with an sir 
of absolute knowledge that there is little or 
none, and that the whole country is longing 
for peace. But we believe itis unquestion- 
able that the department of the Loire-et-Cher 
has voted 4,000,000 francs (£160,000) for the 
war; that Toulouse has voted 1,500,000 
francs (£60,000), and Bayonne 300,000 francs 
(£12,000); that the Council of Calvados bas 
voted 3,000,000 francs (£120,000), Havre 
1,000,000 francs (£40,000) for the same pur- 
; that Marseilles bas called for a loan of 
10,000,000 france(£400,000),and a singleGreek 
merchant.of that town, M. Zaffiropulo, has 
himself given 3,000,020 francs (£120,000) for 
the defence fund ; that fourteen departments 
of the west of France are leaguing themselves 
to raise resources and troops, and have al- 
ready raised 15,000,000 franes £600,000) for 
this purpose; and that this movement is 
steadily spreading throughout the country. 
There is,*thus, nearly a million sterling voted 
within a few days from municipal and private 
sources to aid the resources of the Central 
Government, and we do not suppose that we 
have nearly enumerated all that has been 
done. Does this look so very like the pas- 
sionate wish for peace—the despair of a 
spiritless population ?

EUROPE. 


Lonpow, Nov. 22.—A Tribune correspond- 
ent at Garibaldi’s headquarters at Autern, on 
the 18th, says: The reported quarrel be- 
tween Garibaldi and the frane-tireurs is ut- 
terly unfounded, as large nymbers of the 
latter throng the headquarters, asking to be 
placed under the General's command. From 
Marseilles and the Departments of Jamer and 
Saone-et-Loire they come faster than equip- 
ments can be supplied. 

y Nov. 23.—A_ special from. Berlin 
to-day says that the treaty with the South 
German States, Baden and Hesse, for the 
establishment of a German bond, was signed 
on the 15th inst. It adopts the North Ger- 
man Constitution, and the protocol makes 
the following stipulations: The constituent 
to go into effect on July Ist, 1871, with the 
introduction of a common military budget. 
The transfer of postal and telegraphic service 
in Badep, to Barid, will be postponed to the 
lst January, 1872. Baden and Hesse are in 
no way responsible for the recent loan of the 
existing Buno. Laws concerning the press 
and public meetings will be placed within the 
jurisdiction of the bond of Hesse, and will 
bave two more votes in Burid and Baden, 
making 48 in all. On the questions effecting 
only particular States, three voces only are 
taken. In case of a declaration of war, it 
can only be made with the assent of the 
Council, Southern Hesse is to returo six 
members, and Baden 14, tothe German Diet. 
It will be necessary to have # majority of 
three-quarters, aud not two-fourths, as here- 
tofore. 

San Francisco, Nov. 23.—Advices from 
Paris to the 19th have been received, by bal- 
loon. Fortwo days the Prussians fired on 
the engineers working on the forts. The fire 
was returned, - 

The Independence Belge learns of an organ- 
ization in Paris a civic gaard, mainly for- 
eeoee The morals of the people are exvel- 
ent. 

Advices from Tours are received up to the 
22d. On the 21st the Mobiles opposed the 
Prussians from Tosrs, driving them off. The 
Prussians threaten Nogent, Letroa, end Ar- 
gentine. The German lines extend from 
Senochs to Auxere. 

It is denied that the army of the Loire is 
moving toward Paris. 

The northern commands of Bourbaki and 
Michel have been suppressed and the. district 
assigned to Gen. Farere. Bourbaki is ex- 
pected at Tours to take command of the 18th 
army corps. 

Loxpox, Nov. 23.—Lille is well armed, 
provisioned, and garrisoned. The manufac- 
ture of arms and mitrailleuse is active. 

The sieges of Montmedy and Meziers are 
reported raised, and the besiegers have gone 
into the interior of France. 

The Duke of Cleveland writes to the Times, 
urging against war. He says the English 
have no army for foreign service, and no 
allies but Austria aod Turkey, both bank- 
rupt. 

“The Post says there are rumors that no ar- 
mistice is expected, Italy will act with 
Kngland and Turkey, for peace sake, and is 
anxious to have the Euxine opened—a course 
recommended at Vienna. 

The Telegraph says the Russian reply is ex- 
pected on Thursday. Itis not unfrieauly. 

A Vieuna correspondent denies that Aus- 
trian proposed a conference relating to the 
Euxine, or that Italy declined to’ co-operate 
with Austria in enforcing the Paris treaty o! 
1856. 

Pestu, Nov. 23.—Andrissy declines to give 
intormation on Prussian negotiations. 

Loxpox, Nov. 23.—A Times special from 
Constantinople, dated Monday, says: {tis 
believed that the Porte is anxious to avoid a 
conflict with Russia, and urgers the powers 
to consider the Russian demands. 

The stock market is puralized here by a 
rumor of a hostile Russian dispatch. 

The Foreign Office distinctly denies the re- 
ceiving of a Russian reply. 

The annexation of Bavaria to the North 
German Confederation is imminent: The 
annexation of Wurtembnurg is signed. 

Foreigners, including neutrals, are forbid- 
den to leave Paris. ‘The Prussians have al- 
ready reused a permit for them to pass their 
lines. 

Versattues, Nov. 23.—On Tuesday several 
skirmishes, favorable to the French, occurred 
south of La ‘Iroupe. 

The Germans occupied Nozant and Lero- 
teon unresisted. 

Lonpow, Nov. 23,—News is telegraphed of 
the abandonment of the further invasion of 
France, and the concentration of the Prus- 
sians near Paris, is confirmed. 

A great battle is said to be imminent near 
Etampes. 

Tbe French have a plan to pierce the Ger- 
man lines near that place, and a simultaneous 
attack on the whole line. 

Allowances in Paris are reported sbort. 
No meat. A letter says the people are eating 
cats, dogs, rats and Guinea pigs. The small- 
pox is also reported there. The troops are 
demoralized. Appeals are being made by the 
Paris journals to the Government, asking it 
to abandon the war. : 

Commercial circ'es in London are confi- 
dent that peace will not be broken with Eng- 
land. 

The report is denied that Turkey refused 
to join with England. 

A more moderate tone from the British 
Cabinet bas been resolved o2. 

Havas, Nov. 22.—Yesterday, a column of 
1500 Prnssians advancing from Nantes, along 
the north bank of the Seine to Verdun, en- 
countered a detachment of the army of the 
North. They were routed, with 50 killed 
and a number taken prisoners, 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—A special telegram from 
Tours on the night of the 22d, says: Bour- 
baki bas just arrived here from Lille to com- 
mand the 10th corps.
